The governm ent’s index of 
leading economic indicators 
released today rose in May 
for the third straight month, 
virtually assuring that the 
18-month long recession has 
ended 
At no tim e since World 
War II has a three-month 
rise in this closely watched 
index failed to signal an end 
to bad tim es and a return to 
economic prosperity. 
In May, the index rose 2.1 
per cent following increases 
of 3 per cent and 1.1 per cent 
in April and March. 
The upturn ended a slump 
in the index that began in 
mid-1973, se v eral m onths 


before' the economy entered 
the worst of the six post-war 
recessions. 
Through the years, shifts

has 
i o r e s h a d o w e d 
s i m i l a r 
movement 
in 
the overall 
econom y. 
This s p rin g , the ('oui 
m erce Department issued a 
revised format to eliminate 
the d isto rtin g effects of 
inflation. The red e sig n ed 
index, when applied to past 
business cycles, has had a 
perfect record of forecasting 
when a recession is about to 
end.

DEAR POLLY — Would you please tell me how to get 
nail polish out of my IOO per cent Fortel polyester jacket? 
— MRS A H. 
DEAR M RS.A H. — Take your pick of the following 
Pointers. A Department of Agriculture bulletin says nail 
polish remover may be used for this on any fabrics except 
acetate, Amel, Dyne! or Yerel — but ALWAYS test first. 
A chart from a well-known soap and detergent maker 
says the same. Place stain face down on paper towels and 
sponge the back with the polish remover until stain dis­ 
appears, then launder. During the stain removal process 
change towels frequently. 
A leading washing machine manufacturer says NOT to 
use the remover but to sponge with pure amyl acetate, 
launder. Ii stain persists sponge with rubbing alcohol to 
which a few drops of ammonia have been added. 
Take your pick but no matter what you trv test on vour 
fabric first. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLL'* — While doing volunteer work in a hospital gift 
shop I discovered how filthy money really is — hence my Pet 
Peeve At many luch counters, and one where I often eat. the girl 
who makes my sandwich also pick up dirty bills, gives me the 
change and then goes on to make another sandwich.

A piece of tape with the color name 
written on it can be stuck on the inside so thev also can learn to 
identify the word with the color. 
My other Pointer is for plant lovers. Many of the plant foods on 
the market have to be dissolved in water and call for a large 
amount of water — more than needed by the person with just a 
few plants. I thoroughly wash an empty dish detergent bottle and 
put the mixed plant food in it so it is ready for later use in a handy 
watering can This keeps the mixture at room temperature which 
is better for many plants than the shock of cold water No waste 
either.

York City, 
is that 
these 
persons have faulty bite, 
usually caused 
by 
badly 
positioned teeth or more 
intensive dental problems. 
Tooth grinding, bruxism, 
results in pains in the head 
and ears and sometimes 
causes spasms in neck, arms 
and shoulders. 
At the annual meeting of 
the 
American 
Dental 
Association, 
Shore 
said 
careful testing of every 
patient’s bite should be a 
part of any dental checkup. 
“ For the minority whose 
teeth do not mesh properly, a 
correction 
is 
absolutely 
essential to spare them 
pain.”

Polo gained a reputation as a rich man’s game, perhaps 
from 1940’s movies. Polo hasn’t been able to shake that 
cliche but men like Barry are quick to point out that they 
aren’t rich but they are good players. 


“ Most of the high goal polo players, like myself, work 
around doIo and are involved with polo for a living,” Barry, 
rated 8 goals, said. “ I ’ve been in polo for about 20years.” 
Barry doesn’t drive a Lincoln either, in fact, he was 
herding a Jeep around Tuesday.

You talk with Roy Barry Jr. about only one thing; polo. 
Roy Barry is the polo expert and resident professional at 
the Willow Bend Polo and Hunt Club and the large man is one 
of the best polo players in the United States, in fact, one of 
the best in the world. 
So when Roy Barry works for an outfit like Willow Bend 
Polo and Hunt Club, you know the organization has to have 
class. After two years of operation, Barry believes the 
equestrian center on west FM 544 is one of the best 
anywhere. 
“ There are few places in the country that compare or can 
be matched to Willow Bend,” Barry said. “ Willow Bend has 
a great future and we think it will be one of the top clubs 
anywhere in the future.” 
When Roy Barry speaks of “ we” , he is referring to Nor­ 
man Brinker and Danny Robinowitz, the guiding force 
behind the building and expansion of Willow Bend. Both men 
are highly successful businessmen and both are enthusiastic 
polo players. 
Brinker, president of Steak and Ale Restaurants, and 
Robinowitz, founder of Daniel Investment Co., opened 
Willow Bend about two years ago with the purpose of 
promoting top level polo in the Southwest. After two years, 
Barry believes the endeavor has been successful. 
“ The Southwest is becoming known for its high goal polo 
players. In two years, we have drawn good players and good 
horsemen to our team. W’e are drawing the support of the 
area and we believe we will keep growing. We can’t help but 
get better.” 


Two Year’s Growth 


In two years, Willow Bend has grown from eight players, 
barely fielding a team, to a current 30 players. 
“ Most of our players are beginners,” Barry said. “ But 
someday they will be accomplished and regular players. We

SWIMMING POOLS 


Polo for 
Beginners 


Willow Bend Polo and Hunt Club will be hosting two 
polo matches this weekend. 
On Friday, Kingsville will play Dallas Lone Oak at 6 
p.m. to decide the Winfield Mortin Trophy. On Sunday, 
Willow Bend will play Kingsville for the championship 
of the Southwest Intra-Circuit 12-Goal Tournament. 
The 12-Goal Tournament was held recently at 
Houston, however, rain caused the championship game 
to be postponed to this weekend. 
The matches are open to the public with admission at 
$2.50 for adults and free to children under 12-years of 
age. 
Following is a few pointers about the game of polo for 
the beginning spectator: 


P olo for the Beginning Spectator 


Polo is an easy game to follow and understand, say 
fans, and the announcer at polo games, usually a polo 
player himself, constantly explains what’s happening. 
A polo game is divided into six periods of play with 
the periods called “ chukkers” . Each chukker is seven 
minutes in length. 
Polo is played between two teams and each team has 
four players. Each player lias a numbered jersey from 
I to 4. The No. I player is the forward, primarily an 
offensive player with the major assignment of scoring. 
The No. 2 man also is an offensive player but also 
handles defensive roles. 
The No. 3 man or the “ pivot” is nicknamed the 
quarterback. Knock-ins are his business. Knock-ins are 
when the ball is brought from the back line after the 
opposing team has missed a goal. The No. 3 man is 
usually the team’s best and most experienced player. 
The No. 4 man spends most of his time on defense. 
The No. 4 man is supposed to be a long ball hitter and 
make good back shots. The No. 4 man is also a 
“ bumper” - running his pony into the side of the op­ 
ponent’s pony to move a player off the ball or cause a 
bad shot. 
Polo is played on a field 300 yards by 160 yards. Polo 
ponies are special bred and trained as mounts with 
short legs for quick manuevering and stopping quickly. 
A polo game begins with one of two umpires bowling 
a ball between parallel rows of opposing players. 
Players attempt to manipulate the ball to their goal 
with a mallet mounted on a solid cane shaft. 
A goal is scored when a player knocks the ball bet­ 
ween two uprights and after each goal, the teams 
exchange ends of the field. The team with the most 
goals wins. Each game usually consumes about one 
and one-half hours. 
Players are rated on a -I to IO goal handicap. The 
higher the rating the better. To obtain a -I rating, a 
player must exhibit outstanding horsemanship and 
know the rules of polo. As a player gains experience, 
knowledge and proficiency, he is moved up the han­ 
dicap rating ladder. 
Teams are rated by “ goals” by the sum of each 
players handicap. For instance, Willow Bend has a 20- 
goal team with Roy Barry at 8 goals, Charles Smith 
rated 7 goals, Dick Latham at 3 goals and Norman 
Brinker at 2 goals. 
Whe* playing a team of lesser goal rating, the lesser 
team is awarded a goal by handicap. 
Other terms are: 
Offside shot - shots taken on the right side of the 
horse. 
'^Hooking - interfering with an opponent’s mallet. 
Divots - the oldest tradition of polo. The spectators 
participate in replacing divots in the polo field made by 
horses.

man s game,” Barry said “ I’m not saying it doesn't help to 
be rich or have someone rich to back you up, but most of our 
people at Willow Bend can’t be classed as wealthy.” 
Perhaps the biggest investment in polo is the player’s 
mounts, called polo ponies. A mediocre polo pony costs from 
$1500 to $2500 and the best can cost up to $7500 and more. 
Each game of polo is divided into six periods (chukkers) of 
seven minutes each and a different horse is used for each 
period So for a man like Roy Barry, that’s over $40,000 
worth of horses to keep groomed and in shape for polo play 
year-round. 


E xam ining W illow Bend 


Willow Bend is like a picture of a faraway land to a 
newcomer. 
The grounds are perfectly landscaped with fishing ponds 
and weeping willow trees setting-off the estate as something 
special. 
On the 1500 acres, Willow Bend has 200 horses boarded, 
300 stalls, four polo fields, four lighted tennis courts, two 
indoor riding arenas, outdoor riding rings, a hunter and 
jumper course and a top notch restaurant facility seating 150 
DeoDle 
But that ’s not all ; a swimming pool, two ponds stocked for 
fishing, a tack room with all riding equipment, shower and 
locker rooms for both men and women, plus a western 
division with instruction in riding and rodeo events rounds 
out the Willow Bend estate. 
Willow Bend is bountiful and shares its areas with Boy 
Scouts and the Plano YMCA on lands for camping or day 
camp activities. 
But the main purpose for Willow Bend’s existence is polo. 
“ Danny and Norman started Willow Bend to develop polo 
in the Dallas area. We are shooting to make W’illow Bend the 
top club. Our goal is to increase popularity in polo for this 
area and to be known as a top equestrian center and also 
develop new polo players.” Barry said. 
Seems Willow Bend has accomplished its basic purpose 
and headed in the right direction to fulfilling the goals set 
out.
